BALMORAL 
Let there 
be heat |

While nearly all Balmoral | 
Condominium residents have 
been back at home for more | 
than a month, up until this | 
weekend, something was | 
missing — heat. 

The record Mother’s Day | 
flooding of the Shawsheen | 
River rendered the building’s | 
basement utility services use- 
less, forcing more than 86 
homeowners to move out 
while the building was evacu- 
ated and repairs were made. | 
Many residents were able to 
move back in by September, 
mainly because most of them | 
didn’t live on the ground 

| floor, where the damage had | 
occurred. 

But as the autumn wore on 
and the temperatures dropped, 
the building’s temporary boil- 
er, installed to provide hot 
water to residents after the 
flood, wasn’t cutting it 

Now, a new but still tem- 
porary boiler has been 
installed to provide both heat 
and hot water to condomini- 
um residents. 

“We're now using a larger, 
temporary boiler,” said Paul 
Bettano, chairman of Bal- 
moral’s board of trustees. “We 
won't have permanent boilers 
until the end of November.” 

The historic building at 16 
Balmoral St., built in 1915, 
suffered over $2 million 
worth of damage and losses 
during the floods. 

Bettano said residents have 
all returned to their condos, 
except for the residents of | 
four first-floor units, which 
were demolished. Those resi- 
dents, “won't be back until 
next spring at the earliest,” he 
said. 

The board is still waiting to 
receive its national flood 
insurance claim, expected by 
Bettano a month ago. 

“It’s not happening as fast 
as we'd like, but it’s a big 
claim,” he said. “Hopefully it 
will be within the next 30 to | 
60 days.”

Question |, seeking to allow local licensing 
ithorities to issue wine licenses to food stores, 
has received the most attention 

Kim Hinden, spokeswoman for Grocery 
Stores and Consumers for Fair Competition, 
said consumers should be able to choose where 
to purchase their bottle of wine. 

“The opposition has resorted to using scare 
tactics and misinformation to protect their bot- 
tom line,” Hinden said. 

“You can’t put a head of lettuce on your 
shelf and a package of deli meat and call your- 
self a grocery store,” she added, noting that the 
initiative is only aimed at “qualified grocery 
stores that carry a full array of products.” 

Three convenience or general stores and one 
food store presently have licenses to sell beer 
and wine in Andover. According to the Andover 
town clerk’s office, Richdale on Railroad Street, 
Sunday’s General Store in Ballardvale, Baron’s 
Country Store on Lowell Street, and Wild Oats 
Natural Marketplace on Railroad Street can sell 
alcohol along with the liquor stores in town 

Under current state law, a food-store compa- 
ny can be granted such a license, but can be 
granted no more than three licenses statewide 

The Andover Wild Oats marketing director 
declined to comment about Question | 

Kil Chon, owner of Sunday’s General Store, 
has a license to sell beer and wine, and will vote 
“no” on Question | because he believes granti- 
ng wine licenses will make it easier for food 
stores to eventually sell other kinds of alcoho] 

“What's next, beer and then hard liquor 
everywhere?” he said 

Chon said passing Question | will hurt 
neighborhoods and small businesses alike 
because small businesses won't be able to com- 
pete with supermarkets and other food stores. 

“That will kill small businesses,” 
“They've got big money.” 

Amber Rieg, spokesperson for the Vote No 
on | Committee said the passage of Question | 
could potentially double the number of liquor- 
selling outlets in the state.

This week's review examines a group of classic tales

ANY YOUNG READERS DAYDREAM about what it 
might be like to live deep in the jungles of 
Asia.

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How high 
for taxes? 


b liem OMING YEAR Is shaping up as a crucial one in 
the battle for Andover’s financial future. 

Under Proposition 2%, no Massachusetts communi- 
ty can Increase its taxes more than 2.5 percent annu- 
ally, except to collect taxes on new growth. This slows 
the rate by which taxes can rise, unless residents have 
a special election and vote to pay more for town ser- 
vices. Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski wants the 
town to take a “pro-new taxes” pledge to pay for two 
maintenance projects, to repair some school roofs 
and to reconstruct some sidewalks. 

This would mark a new approach for Andover on 
how it pays to maintain its assets. In fact, earlier this 
year, residents at 2006 Town Meeting approved $1.1 
million for other school roof replacements, at 
Andover High and Bancroft Elementary schools. 
These will be paid for without a debt exemption. 

That Andover needs to use a debt exemption of 
Proposition 24 shows the town is having trouble 
maintaining the facilities and services it has, despite a 
budget that has increased from about $75 million in 
fiscal year 1997 to nearly $120 million today. Every 
new program approved at Town Meeting, every ben- 
efit approved in negotiations makes the task more dif- 
ficult 

Maintenance of town buildings is crucial to avoid 
more expensive repairs later. Needing to rest the 
funding for such maintenance on special elections, 
puts the maintenance at serious risk. Approving any 
type of exemption or override of Proposition 2% is 
always difficult, as it should be. For example, while 
money for building the Andover Public Safety Cen- 
ter was approved in what was declared a unanimous 
vote at 1999 Town Meeting, the debt exclusion vote 
in 2000 was approved by fewer than 150 votes, 2,361 
to 2,218. The town has only approved debt exclu- 
sions before for large, one-time projects such as 
adding onto or building new schools, and building its 
safety center. 

Based on the five-year Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram, the debt exemptions for maintenance would be 
needed during the next five years, as Andover con- 
tinues to repair both sidewalks and roofs. 

Residents need to ask themselves: Are you pre- 
pared to approve debt exemptions each year? And, 
how high are you ready to see taxes go?

Driven by NIMBY: Decision not in town’s best interest 


Editor, Townsman: 


I was disappointed to read the 
Selectmen have voted to keep 
the town’s public works yard in 
its current location and to 
expand and improve facilities 
there. 

There is no question that our 
public works facilities need 
upgrading and expansion. How- 
ever, the current location is nei- 
ther the best nor the most cost- 
effective solution. But for the 
selectmen and town manager, it 
is probably the easiest and least 
controversial politically, and that 
seems to be their overriding 
concern 

As with all real estate mat- 
ters, location is paramount. The 
present location has been the 
town yard for many years, and 
since the neighbors knew that 
when they moved in, they pre- 
sumably have less cause to com- 
plain. At least they won’t com- 
plain as loudly as richer and 
more powerful residents in other 
parts of town might. So our 
town leaders get to avoid the 
pain of a NIMBY battle that 
might occur elsewhere, even as 
they sacrifice the broader inter- 
ests of the town as a whole. 

But this location is also more 
valuable for other purposes. 
With its proximity to transporta- 
tion, shopping and other ser- 
vices, it 1s a prime location for a 
multi-unit residential develop- 
ment, perhaps adding commer- 


cial space as well. This use site, one large enough to get all 


might help the town continue to 
meet its needs for affordable 
housing, since many of our pre- 
sent units are now threatened by 
the expiration of agreements 
that keep them affordable. For 
elderly residents and those who 
wish to avoid using a car, this 
would be an ideal location. 
Moreover, the site might well 
meet the requirements for sig- 
nificant state funding as a smart- 
growth project 

The land at this location is 
too valuable for use as a town 
yard, and it will cost the town 
even more to acquire adjacent 
properties (the “land bank” pro- 
posed to selectmen) necessary 
for future expansion, thereby 
reducing our housing stock in 
this area even more. 

The town manager says, “we 
need a location that’s fairly cen- 
tral,” although the geographic 
center of the town is probably 
somewhere nearer Pomps Pond. 
But unlike the Public Safety 
Center and even the Town 
Offices, the town yard doesn’t 
really need to be centrally locat- 
ed. Many towns have public 
works facilities well away from 
their main business and residen- 


tial areas. The small amount of 


additional travel time for DPW 
vehicles would be more than 
offset by the additional benefit 
of having more space to locate 
all of public works on a single 


the equipment inside and to 
build buildings that are large 
enough without the tight con- 
straints of the present site. 

If the selectmen agree that a 
central location is not required, 
that may open up a much broad- 
er range of alternative locations. 
A site next to a major highway, 
for example, may be less desir- 
able for residential development 
and therefore less expensive to 
purchase, but might be fine for a 
new town yard. The Planning 
Board and its staff should under- 
take a comprehensive survey of 
possible locations throughout 
the town. If the town were to sell 
the current town yard to a devel- 
oper with some appropriate 
requirements for the construc- 
tion of a smart-growth residen- 
tial project, the town might well 
receive enough funding to pur- 
chase a better, larger area else- 
where in town. 

Then the selectmen could 
avoid coming to Town Meeting 
every year or two for more 
funds for land-banking or for 
constructing needed public 
works facilities in a piece-meal 
fashion. 

I hope the town manager, the 
selectmen, and the Planning 
Board will all reconsider this 
unfortunate siting decision for 
our public works facilities.

Isn’t it our job to introduce our students to 
material they didn’t know a whole lot about 
beforehand — in the case of Francis, the physical 
sciences — and provide them with the skills to 


professionals when we're being paid to teach 
physics and end up preaching morality — or, say, 
Palestinianism, or anti-Semitism, or Third-World- 
ism, or Christianity? 

On a personal level, I strongly disagree with 
Francis’s admittedly noble philosophical engage- 
ments and moral crusades on behalf of the Pales- 
tinians and other worthy causes. I disagree even 
more with his flawed understanding of Middle 
Eastern history, his misguided political advocacy, 
and the smear campaigns and puerile divestment 
operations he relishes in mounting against the 
state of Israel in his spare time. Nevertheless, | 
will defend to the death Francis’s right to spout 
his ideological biases and retail his narrow world 
view and partisan advocacy. But I can do so only 
so long as Francis advances his personal agenda 
in his spare time; not mine, not my daughter’s — a 
junior at Andover High — and not anyone else’s 
among those he teaches at AHS, courtesy of my 
tax dollar. 

I send my children to the public school system 
to get an education, not to learn morality and not 
to be coaxed into imbuing the personal biases and 
political engagements of their teachers. Teachers 
should do their jobs and impart their knowledge 
in their areas of expertise, areas in which they 
were trained and for which they were hired. 
Teachers must not use their position of authority, 
their charisma, or their hold over their captive stu- 
dent audiences to proselytize personal agendas, 
biases and world views. I should hope Francis

The recent vocalism by a 
loud minority of town residents 
seeking to have Andover subsi- 
dize their private school’s opera- 
tions has prompted me to speak 
out and say what a lot of people 
in town believe: the Andover 
School Committee has made 
absolutely and unequivocally 
the correct decision regarding 
the recent issue of paying the 
Cost of crossing guards for a pri- 
vate school out of public funds. 
The proponents of continuing to 
have the public school system 
subsidize the budget of a private 
school have used the easiest of 
emotional props to shore up 
their flawed argument for hav- 
ing the town continue to subsi- 
dize the operation of their 
school: children. 

The issue, as the vocal propo- 
nents of a taxpayer subsidy for a 
private school would have us 
believe, is not children’s safety 
since this private school could 
immediately divert some of its 
budget to pay for crossing 
guards or go to the parents of the 
children enrolled in this private 
school and have them pay a fee, 
as parents of children attending 
Andover’s public schools have 
to do for numerous things 
including bus transportation, to 
cover the cost of the crossing 
guards. The issue is whether the 
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School Committee was correct to cut crossing guard 


taxpayers of the town should be 
subsidizing any part of the bud- 
get of running a private school. 
The answer is a clear no. In this 
case a double “no” since not 
only is this a private school, it is 
a religious private school, and 
the founding fathers felt so 
strongly about the separation of 
church and state that they with- 
held ratification of our Constitu- 
tion until separation of church 
and state was codified in our 
Bill of Rights. Sending taxpayer 
money to fund any part of the 
operation of a private religious 
school would clearly violate one 
of the most sacrosanct and 
important elements of our Con- 
stitution. 

The other flawed argument 
that I have heard proponents of 
this subsidy make is that they 
Pay taxes to the town yet their 
children do not use the town’s 
schools.

Wunsch, who wrote a letter on Friday 
addressing school attorney Kesten, said that 
“there is no rule that requires that speakers 
of opposing viewpoints to be present on 
each occasion, rather than separate events.” 

Kesten, contacted Tuesday, agreed. 

“The First Amendment does not require 
it at all,” he said. “Teaching does.” 

“There’s absolutely nothing unconstitu- 
tional about [the school’s decision],” he 
said. 

Wheels of Justice spoke at North 
Andover High School in 2004 during a 
forum in which Rabbi Goldstein participat- 
ed as an opposing panelist. 

“I definitely have the perspective, and 
they are very one-sided,” said Goldstein. 
“The best format for an issue like this 
would be to have noted scholars on both 
sides of the issue.” 

Meyers said social studies director Ron 
Holland, planned to have a second group of 
presenters at a later date. 

“We've never had anybody question our 

ght to bring speakers in,” he said. “It was a 
clear denial of our First Amendment rights 
.. For somebody to take them away because 
there was political pressure is absolutely 
inappropriate.” 

According to Ron Francis, a physics 
teacher at AHS who was at the center of 
controversy earlier this year for his political 
involvement, students started a petition on 
Monday voicing disagreement with the 
schoo] administration. 

“They responded rather aggressively,” 
said Francis. “The students I think just saw 
right through it. It’s censorship.” 

Francis said his only involvement with 
the social studies teachers who organized 
this event “is that I exposed them to the 
speakers.” 

On Friday, about 1,000 students were 
given a sheet of paper with the headline 
“Speakers on human rights for Palestinians 
invited and then blocked at last minute by 
administration.” Boxed and in bold letters 
was the question, “Do you trust teachers to 


present educationally sound material and 
ensure that their classes explore all sides of 
issues?” The paper was signed “Dr. R. Fran- 
cis.” 

Francis has been the advisor for an after 
school group dealing with the Middle East, 
and paid Andover High students to work for 
the Somerville Divestment Project, which 
sought to end Somerville’s financial ties to 
Israel. 

When told of 
Francis’ involve- 
ment with the 
Wheels of Justice 
event, Tarsy said, 
“I'm not surprised 
at all. Francis has 
used his position at 
Andover High 
School to promote 
his agenda, which 
includes the belief 
that there should 
be no Jewish state 
in Israel. And he’s not shy about it.” 

Francis defended his position as an edu- 
cator at AHS. 

“That's just garbage,” he said. “They've 
played this game before ... It’s nonsense.” 

Francis said he opposes any state that 
gives preferential treatment to Jews at the 
expense of non-Jews. Asked if he felt Zion- 
ists were involved in preventing Wheels of 
Justice from speaking, he replied: “That's a 
statement of fact.” 

Anderson did not return calls this week. 

“The Andover High School is not a soap 
box in the park,” said Kesten, adding that 
“reasonable time and manner restrictions” 
on speech are perfectly legal depending on 
the context. 

“What I see in the future is everyone 
working together to present all views [at a 
forum],” he said. 

“It would be helpful if the school system 
admitted they made a mistake.” said Wun- 
sch. “We'll be talking to the teachers and 
the students and the speakers to see what 
can be done here.”

You have 
to work hard at practice,” Caleb 
said. “|The sport] tells you that 
to get where you need, you have 
to work hard for it.” 

According to Fahey, the new 
high school program will retain 
elght freshmen wrestlers from 
last year, and the plan is to add 
anyone who’s interested for five 
demanding practices. 

“If they want to continue after 
that, they're more than wel- 
come,” Fahey said. “By the mid 
dle of Decernber, we can start 
[scrimmaging] with other 
schools that have been compet- 
ing for years.” 

An after-school information 
session 1s scheduled for Nov. 15 
at 2 p.m. in the high school cafe- 
teria for students in grades 9 to

Bats belong to a family called “Chiroptera.” They 
are divided into two groups.

A little brown 
bat can eat up to 1,200 insects in just one hour 

Larger bats are in the “mega-chiroptera” group.

Mr. Trott says this about the small pond that is 
on the right of Bailey Bird’s Eye Map, “Abbot 
Pond was just across Central Street and down in 
i little valley... Helen Kimball's father built a low 


dam and made a small fishing and swimming 
pond. When I was about 12, Abbot Academy 
bought the land and built a higher dam further 
flown the valley. This resulted in a skating rink 
long enough to let a determined skater attain full 
speed before having to put on the brakes. In the 
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summer you could swim in it (with a salt-shaker 
handy to persuade the occasional leech to let go) 
or fly-fish in it (it was stocked with trout now and 
then) or sail toy boats across it (I had two, named 
Wanderlust and Wonderlost), or study, for end 
less hours, the aquatic life that abounded there. 
When I last saw this pond, a couple of decades 
ago, it had no water in it at all.” This pond was in 
existence when the Bailey Map was created in 
1880, but came and went depending on whether 
anyone was damming or undamming it 


Brickyard, Ledge, Husseys and Clay Bottom 

Dave MacDonald, who has lived in Andover 
all his life, responded to an earlier column where 
Peg Blake mentioned “The Ledge,” a landmark 
between Summer Street and Merrimack College. 
He wrote, “Your column about the Ledge brought 
back some great memories, having been brought 
up on Upland Road close by the Ledge. It was 
our favorite place to play Cowboys and Indians 
\s [ recall, the indians always attacked from the 
area of Chase’s Woods and, after being repelled 
by the cowboys, they would retreat toward what 
is now Merrimack College. The cowboys were 
usually well entrenched at the bottom of the 
Ledge.” Chase’s Woods was called that because 
Herbert Chase, who lived at 124 Summer St 
prior to World War II, owned much of the land 
between Summer Street and what is now Merri- 
mack College 


Dave mentions swimming holes: “Further to 
your column about old swimming holes, I might 
idd the Brickyard. It was located to the rear of 
what is now Washington Park Condos. Another 
swimming hole area named The Ten-footer was 
located near the old Cricket Field and St. Augus- 
tine Cemetery. The swimming hole you refer to 
as the Clay Pit was called the Clay Bottom to 
those of us a little older. There, the river was very 
clear and the bank was very high. The railroad 
tracks were not too far to the west near Andover 
Street. We used to swim au natural. When the 
trains went by we would stand on the bank and 
wave to the passengers in our uninhibited glory.” 
rhis last sentence brought tears to my eyes 

Don Mulvey, who consulted with his friend 
Eddie Sullivan (both Townies), said this about the 
Brickyard, “The mysterious and forbidden place 
was the Brickyard in the Shawsheen River. Nei- 
ther Ed nor I know why it was called that, but it 
was located down a path through the woods, 
entering from the southwest comer of the field, 
near where Penguin Park is now located. [Across 
from the Shawsheen Horn Bridge.| The bank to 
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the river was fairly steep and there was a rope 
that was used to swing through the trees and over 
the rocks, to drop, safely it was hoped, into the 
river. But danger still lurked because the river 
itself had submerged logs and rocks and wasn’t 
particularly deep. Both Ed and I remember it 
from the early 1940s, when we were 10 to 12 
years old... Sometime after the war, Sacred Heart 
School took over the American Woolen office 
building (now the Balmoral condos) and the field 
became their playing field. Ed remembers that a 
Sacred Heart student from out of town drowned 
in the river, either in or near the Brickyard.” 

Don (and Ed) mentioned Shawsheen’s version 
of Pomps Pond, “The safe, i.e., parentally 
approved, swimming place was Husseys Pond 
where there were lifeguards 
Although the water then and 
now looks rather dark and 
somewhat unattractive, it was 
considered preferable to 
Pomps, because there was a 
steady inflow and outflow - 
as there still is. We stayed 
near the concrete berms and 
never swam across or to the 
far end because it was 
swampy there and filled with 
old tree stumps and the like.” 

Husseys was partially 
lined with cement and opened 
“officially,” lifeguards and all, 
by Billy Wood, Shawsheen’s 
owner and creator, around 
1915. I don’t know when it 
was closed, or whether the 
town ever took it over 


Doggies Pond 

Rosemary (Aumais) Mac 
Donald, Dave MacDonald's 
daughter-in-law, mentioned 
Doggies Pond. Peg Blake had 
described it a few columns 
ago without naming it. “We 
entered Doggies from Pine 
Street because we could cut 
through the field behind our 
house on Washington Ave 
and then cut through the 
Tremblay’s yard to get there.

There was one really large 
part were the boys would play 
hockey and on the smaller 
two or three parts, the girls 
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would figure skate.” Doggies is between Pine and 
Elm Streets and Lucern Drive. It had the advan- 
tage of being very shallow and safe; I think it was 
just deep swampland. Rosemary added, “The 
Ledge is still there, but many neighbors dump 
their fall leaves there (only because we can’t burn 
them anymore).” 

Several people remember the Ledge and play 
ing there. I was unable to locate Doggies on the 
latest satellite photo, although the Ledge is clear- 
ly visible. 

I'd like more information on Husseys (such as, 
who were the Husseys?), the Brickyard (when did 
a brick manufacturing plant exist?) and how 
Doggies got its name.
